The interest in the g reat strike does not 
center at this point; indeed the local trouble 
is looked upon as rather insig nificant com­ 
pared to that at other points along the line of 
the Missouri Pacific road.

hole in the table which claims a lion’s share 
of tho g ains on each big hand, and the end 
of the speculative excitement the “freeze out 
lim it,” or moment when the g ame must end 
no matter who is winner. 
The real estate 
ag ents’ commissions represent a ruinous 
“rake-off” 
when a big piece of property 
chang es hands on contracts four or five times 
in one day. 
In such cases the ag ents’ com­ 
mission on one piece of property in one day 
will often reach ten per cent of its total value. 
It is a knowledg e of these facts that is dis­ 
g usting the best element of the population 
with 
the 
methods of these "booming ” 
cliq ues—for cliq ues they are, orig inated to j j ny ftnj 
draw the unwary into speculations which 
mean certain loss. 
An illustration of this 
“boom” confidence g ame is to be seen to-day 
in the desperate efforts of the “boomers” to 


j make the g ullible public believe a number of 
hig hly improbable and startling chang es are 
to be made in the east bottoms. 
The report 
that the Santa Fe will buy the Wabash rail­ 
road aud that it will move its stock yards to 
the east bottoms, is denounced by railroad 
men as the merest bosh unworthy of serious 
consideration. 
Such 
reports 
aro 
only 
published to mislead people and enable the 
boomers to unload their speculative acres 
during the excitement. 
This system of spec­ 
ulation and fraudulent “booms” does not rep­ 
resent. the real estate market of Kansas City 
by any means; it is only one of the necessary 
evils incident to real substantial prosperity. 
The “booms" may come an 1 g o aud their vic­ 
tims riso and fall, but Kansas City’s pros­ 
perity will continue unshaken by the burst­ 
ing of a dozen little real estate bubbles each 
week. 
In fact it is a g eneral opinion that the 
faster theso transient liltlo inflations are 
pricked

speculative element will come to its senses.

“While the Chinese are reported to be g ood 
servants aud ou the whole peaceable people, 
their filthy habits and their g rossly immoral 
sexual relations make them a blot and 
scourg e to tho city of San Francisco. 
They 
buy their clothing in China, they send their 
money to China, they have the bones of 
their dead taken to China for burial, and 
in no way do they assimulate with American 
civilization.” 
“ What remedy would you sug g « st for this 
state of thing s?” was asked. 
“Chinese immig ration should at ouce bo 
utterly prohibited,” was the reply. 
“Not 
only on account of the evil they have execu- 
tioned, but because the coming of these peo­ 
ple tends to cheapen and deg rade labor. 
If 
they were scattered throug hout the country as 
thickly as in California, their competition 
would cause the ruin of our native American 
laboring classes. I stated in a speech while 
in San Francisco that I thoug ht the Chinese 
who have already come to this country should 
be 
fairly 
treated, 
but that I believed 
tho east would stand by the Pacific coast in 
the passag e of laws to exclude any further 
Chinese immig ration. 
The respectable and 
morning ! intellig ent people of San Francisco do not 
Times approve of driving the Chinese out by vio- 
j lent or unlawful means or of beating or 
; abusing , or mutilating or killing those already 
j here. 
They reg ard Chinese as an incubus 
! on San Francisco, and object to anything that 
j will increase tho size of that incubus. 
So 
few Chineso children are born in this coun­ 
try that if immig ration is stopped these peo­ 
ple will g radually die out. 
And this the Cali­ 
fornians reg ard as the easiest method of g et­ 
ting rid of them.”
